In the absence of official 
statistics, the _ Amsterdam 
research bureau has made a 
close study of the movements 
of the world’s tanker fleet, and 
identified a total of 150 tankers 
which called ar either Cape 
Town or Durban during the 15 
months from the beginning of 
1979 to tbe end of March 1980. 

The study accepts that a fair 
number of these may haye beer 
calling simply for repair, bun- 
ker fuel or other supplies.

The accusation was levelled 
at the end of a two-day “ con- 
ference of West European par- 
liamentarians on an oil embargo 
against South ‘Africa ” organized 
by the United Nations special 
committee against apartheid. 

The parliamentarians called 
on the United Nations Security 
Council! to impose a mandatory 
oil embargo against South 
Africa, which has no indigenous 
crude oil resources, in line with 
resolutions passed by an over- 
whelming majority of the 
General Assembly. 

The General Assembly voted 
in 1979, and again in 1980, for 
an oil embargo, but the seven 
countries which voted against 
included Britain, France and 
the United States. As perman- 
ent members of the Security 
Council, all three have the 
power of veto. 

Outlining the conclusions of 
the conference for journalists, 
Mr Laurens Brinkhorst, a Dutch 
opposition politician belonging 
to the Jeft-of-centre Democrats

embargo as “one of the lasr 
peaceful means of putting an 
end to apartheid.”

Il the tirst 
edirion of the Dictionary the 
terms of the brewing trade are 
predominantly drawn {rom _ and 
illustrated by examples from 
joha NMortimers Manual of 

usbandrs (1:07) and from a 
small number of other stand- 
ard works. Johanson had ro rely 
or such works for information, 
and did so in a routinely 
systematic wary. 177 
however, he had been called 
af by Hester Thri e to help 
her with the managing of the 
Thrale’s brewing business. It 
cana hardly be coincidence that 
tha definirions of some of the 
brewing terms were subtly im- 
proved in the fourth edition of 
the Dictionary, pubfished the 
following year. 

Compare the following: 

1733 gil: a measure of liquids 
containing the fourth part of a 
pint. 

“1773 gill: repeated, but with 
the qualification “in the north- 
ern Counties it is half a pirt of 
liquid measure ”, 

1735 hogslıtad : a measure of 
liquids containing 60 gallons.. 
1773 hogsheald: a measure of 
liquids containing 63 gallons. 
1735 gtrike: a bushel, a dry 
measure of capacity. 

1773 strike: a bushel, a dry 
measure of capacity; four 
pecks. 

Finally Dr Burchfield sug- 
gests that the six endearing 
amanuenses named by Boswell 
as working art one time .or 
another with Johnson o» the 
Dictionzry in fact did a great 
deal more than just Cppy out 
quotations marked by Johnson, 
as has been supposed siace 
Boswell. Johnsonian scholars 
may .greatly underestimate the 
part they played in the Dic- 
onary, espeçially ‘the English« 
man V. J. Peyton (who taught 
French), and Alexander Mac- 
bean who, according to John- 
son, knew ' several lauguages 
but noihing of life. The 
amanuepses may have been 
responsibld for some of the 
quotations wrongly attributed 
in the Dictionary to Johnson 
himself, 

They collected 240,000 quo- 
tations altogether, of which 
114,000 appear in Johnson's 
Dictionary of 1755. Mr F. D. 
Hayes, a former headmaster, 
has worked part-time for Dr 
Burchfield as ar 
for several 
years. He copies at a rate hat 
would yseld 50,000 quotations, 
if he worked 40 hours a week 
iu a year. of 50 weeks.

Set a lexicographer to catch’a 
lexicographer, Jor he knows 
his little ways, his difficulties, 
and his professional tricks of 
the rrade, Robert Burchfield, 
chief editor of the Oxford dic- 
zionaries, has been doing fruir- 
ful research into rhe lexicogra- 
phical idiosyncrasy of his great 
predecessor, Dictionary John- 
son. He told a recent meeting 
£ the Jokhnsor Society about 
1 


Dictionaries may seem inl- 
personal. In fact, inevitably 
they conceal personal experi 
enge, direct observation, and 
subjective choices. Dr Burch- 
field's work discovers John- 
son's artimdes to slavery, io 
brewing terms, and to quo- 
tations from his own work in 
his’ Dictionary. 

It is well known that Jobn- 
son acquired 4 young biack 
slave called Francis, or Frank, 
Barber. The boy had been born 
a slave in Jamaica and had 
been brought to Eogland in 
1750 by his master, Colonel 
Richard Bathurst. He joined 
Johuason’s household in 1752, 
after Terys death and art 
about the same time as the 
blind poetess Anna Williams, 
when he was only 10 years old. 
Frank became a4 symbol of 
Johason’s Nifelong hatred of 
race prejudice and unfairness 
to orher races. Dr Burchfield 
has been Getecting the in- 
fluence of Frank in Johnson’s 
definitions of words to do with 
blackness and slavery in the 
Dictionary. . 

Compare the relative res- 
rraint of his definitions com- 
pared with those of Scorr’s 
revision (1764) of Nathan .Bai- 
leys dictionary, from which 
Johnson also drew heavily. 
Slave : Dr Johuson : ong man- 
cipated to a master; not a 
freemari; a dependant. 

Scott/Bailey: a 
servant, a drudge. 
Savage: Dr Johnson: a man 
untaught and uncivilized; a 
barbarian. 

Scott/Bailey: a wild Indian, 
or barbarian, having oo fixed 
habitation, religion, law ‘or 
policy. . 

Bailey included the contemp- 
tuous and well-established word 
pickaninny. It is not in Jobn- 
son’s Dictionary. Dr Burch- 
field’s hypothesis is that in the 
whole class of words to do 
with blackness and slavery 
Jjchnson’s illustrative examples 
and his definitions are surpris- 
ingly neutral and unpreju- 
diced.

A beautiful design by Air 
‘Prowse flows from the top of 
the stage past the proscenium 
into the audience and the small 
cast is multiplied by cheap 
dummies which serve as plenti- 
ful corpses. While the produc- 
tion is slavish in textual 
fidelity, the writing presumably 
heing corrupt enough for the 
Citizens’ tastes, the rough tell- 
ing of the story of the Duke of 
Guise unexpectedly provides 
acting difficulties, not all of 
which are mer.

Childbirth at home 

From Dr D. H. Garrow 

Sir, Mrs Renee Short and Professor 
Knox Russell (feature, January 21) 
haye been guilty of using statistics 
in a misleading way. The published 
figures,of the Office of Population 
Censuses and Surveys refer tu the 
place of birth and not where ir was 
planned to rake place. How many 
deuths occurred in premature babies 
whose mothers were booked for 
hospital confinement but whose 
homes were so far away that they 
put off going in unril ir was too 
late ? 

In the High Wycombe district in 
19r7, 1978 and 1979 there were 
four neonatal deaths among 97 
babies delivered ar home, a neo- 
matal mortality of nearly 40 a 
1housand, but all of rhem had been 
booked for hospital delivery. Among 
the remainder there were no deaths. 

Ir i< time for a controlled trial 
of healthy normal women whe want 
1a be delivered at home and for 
whom propêr facilities, including 
blood jn the fridge, professional 
expertise, home help and nearby 
hospital facilities are available. 
Half of them should be allowed 
their wish and half of them over- 
ruled and delivered in hospital. 

With proper selection there 
should be no avoidable infant mor- 
tality in either group, but they 
could be compared in respect of 
length of labour, number of inter- 
vention procedures and analgesics 
given, and T would guess that those 
born at home would fare better and 
would certairiy claim that they were 
happier.

Ninety per 
cent of the votes ar Labour con- 
ferences are in the ' hands of 
union delegations, who are able 
to vote on behalf of all the mem- 
bers of their unioa who have 
been affiliated to the party. 

Sometimes the leader of the 
delegation decides how the block 
vote should be cast: often this is 
derermined by the delegation 
collectively. But whichever ir is, 
there can he no assurance that 
the decisinn relates evên aporoxi- 
mately to the views of the 
members on whose behalf the 
vate is cast.

Rome ban 
on Sony 
televisions

Italian customs officials have 
banned distribution in Italy of 
a consignment of television 
sets assembled at the Bridgend, 
Glamorgan, factocy of Sony, the 
Japanese electronics company. 
The officials claim the sets do 
nor appear to meet ‘the Carm- 
mımity definition of an EEC- 
made product as being 
assembled from at least 45 per 
cent in value of EECsoutce 
components. 

There are fears that it could 
signal an artempt by Italy to 
squeeze out apes. of tele- 
vision sers assembled in Britain 
by Japanese makers. Matsushita 
is the other Japanese electro- 
nics manufacturer. assembling 
sets in Britain which would be 
most at risk if zhis proved to 
be Iralian policy. 

TIatervention by the Depart 
ment of Trade has raised hopes 
at Sony that the sets may be 
released soon, but negotiations 
by the department with the 


Italians are stil going on. Sony 
already has around £1m worth 
of Bridgend sets at risk which 
it could not sell elsewhere 


because they are specially made 
to be compatible with the 
Italian television system. 

Sony, which has been export- 
ing to Jraly for five years, 
exported 19,000 sets to the 
country last year, all made at 
Bridgend. These were 20-inch 
and 22-inch colour sets in which 
European component sourcing 
was high. 

Sony was expected to sell 
around 16.500 sets in Italy this 
year. It had started to sell 
27-inch sets which until the 
yearend will have Japanese- 
made tubes. A £10m factory ar 
Bridgend will be producing 
27-inch tubes later this year. 

It is a consignment of 1,400 
of the 27-inch colour sets which 
is being held up at a warê- 
house near Milan with the 
Italian officials apparently 
claiming that some components 
sold to Sony by other European 
electronics companies, although 
they wauld normally be classed 
as a Ruropean product, have 
been partly processed outside 
che EEC. 

If the Iralians pursued a new 
system of classification for com- 
ponent sourcing and continued 
to ban the Sony sets, the only 
option left to Sony would be to 
take the issue to the European 
Court where it could become ar 
important test Case.
